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Will Ireland Follow 
Canada’s Lead? 


The Irish controversy has lasted | 


so long, taken so many unexpect- 
ed turns, and disappointed 
many hopes, that it is a bit diffi- 
cult to accept it as a fact that the 
matter has at last been settled in 
a way satisfactory to the 
Fein, acceptable to Ulster, and in 
keeping with the solidarity of the 
Empire. While a tentative ar- 
rangement has been made, the 
terms have ‘to be ratified by the 
British parliament and the Dail 
Eireann, and what Ulster thinks 
about it and intends to do about 
it remains to be seen. But at 
least there is a prospect that the 
bargain will stand in essentials, 
and that details can be worked out 
in a way that will not involve a 
breakdown, 

While it is not a matter with 
which Canada has to do, there wiil 
be an earnest hope in this, as in 
all countries, that the promise of 
peace and of a safe and work- 
able solution of the long-standing 
feud will be fulfilled. In so far 
as the Sinn Fein ambitions” have 
appeared to be expressions of 
sentiment only, they have not pro- 
voked Canadians to any frenzy o 
enthusiasm. We are a practical 
people, taken in the mass, and 
have troubles enough of our own 
without getting heated up over 
things on the other side of the 
ocean which do not directly affect 
us. But in so far as those claims 
have a material objective, and 
support the argument that Ireland 
needs home rule, an arrangement 
by which those conditions will be 
properly met wil] meet with ap- 
proval in the Dominion. 

Canada has flourished as a self- 
governing Dominicn in a way it 
could not possibly liave done un- 
der the colonial system. On that 
account Canadians are necessarily 
prejudiced in favor of home rule 
for any portion of the Empire 
that can show solid reasons for it 
and the capacity to carry on,-But 
they are sane Imperialists as well 
is thorough-going Canadians. They 
do not recognise any conflict be- 
tween the two principles. 
contrary, they are sensible of the 
advantages which come to them as 
part of the British Empire, and 
correspondingly pledged in self- 
interest and sentiment to uphold 
the unity of the Empire and to 
resent any movement that threat- 
ens to dissociate its members or 
weaken the bonds which unite 
them. 

Under the proposed arrange- 
ment the Sinn Fein agree to stay 
in the Empire, and to recognise 
allegiance to it. That, seemingly, 
is as far as they could be got io 
go in pledging their future course 
of conduct. It was that, appar- 
ently, or a revival of the ‘‘repub- 
lican’’ ideal and a resumption of 
the civil war in Ireland. Preei 
sionists may argue that that is a 
rather slim undertaking, on the 
Strength of which to allow a fac 
tion with Sinn Fein tradition and 
record to setup a recognised gov- 
ernment clothed with all but com 
pletely independent powers. The 
alternative, however, cannot be 
lost sight of. If that was the ut- 
most that DeValera would con- 
cede, the choice was to accept it 
or to permit the renewal of the

Methodist churches to form an inde- 
pendent pastoral charge. 

The new local union church while 
independent and having a constitu. 
| tion differing from either of the estab- 
ished denominations will have af- 
filiation with both of them until such 
times as the wider organic union ts 
consumated Between the Presbyterian 
Methodist and Congregational 
churches of the Dominion, The united 
church by the terme of the constitu. 
tion adopted by it will contribute 
equally to the schemes of the two 
denominations out of which the unton 
was formed and will draw its min: 
laters from them. 

A minister of thls union will servo 


the congregation a term of four 
years and may be either a Presby- 
terlan of a Methodist. They will 


serve in rotation, The union will be 
}consumated almost immediately and 
the people of the three uniting con- 
Sregations will, at a meeting to be 
called ghortly, decide whether a 
Methodist or a Presbyterian mintater 
shall be the firet to be leader of the 
the work They will have the sole 
right to make their choice 
man. 

The new church !s to be governed 
by a body of men known as elders, 
who, with the minister, shall ‘be or 
dained for life, and shall have the 
oversight of the spiritual affairs of 
the congregation.
